It is thriving villag 
that form community centres and 
malas people more contented to 
| remain on the farms, Villages 
are the community centres, but 
villages cannot and do not exist 
where establishments ‘like Eaton’s 
are pulling money to the cities. 
Villages of from 400 to  %,000 
populaton use wp considerable 
food in a year and create a home 
market for a part, at least, of the 
home product. Besides, they 
make possibf: good schools, 
churhes, and enlarge social life.
